Q. I am a high school senior 


and I will need a social security 
number when I take my college 
entrance tests. How far in ad- 
vance should I apply for a social 
security number? 


A. You need to apply for a 


number as soon as possible. It 
may take as long as three weeks 
to get a number in some cases.' 


Q. My wife is a high school 


teacher and received social 
security last summer when she 
was not working. 
We have 


reported her total wages of $6,336 
on our income tax retum and she 
believes this is considered a 
report to the Social Security 
Administration as well. I s there 
anything else she needs to do? 


A. Yes, an annual report of her 


earnings must be filed with the 
Social Security Administration 
by April 15,1972. Tin's is an en- 
tirely different report than the 
income tax return. 


Q. My first husband died about 


10 years ago. My child, now age 
14, and I received social security 
checks following 'his death. 
About 3 years ago I remarried 
and my check was stopped but I 
still receive a check for my child. 
My last marriage ended in 
divorce recently. 
Would I be 


eligible for social security checks 
anain? 


A. 
It appears you need to 


complete an application witli 
social security for benefits on 
Vuiir first husband's record. You

should telephone the local social 
security office and they will 
explain what is needed to start 
your benefits from social security 
again on his record.
